 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 17 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 18

10–710. 20 

 

 (a) In this section, “long–term care insurance” has the meaning stated in § 21 

18–101 of the Insurance Article. 22 

 

 (b) (1) Subject to the limitation under paragraph (2) of this subsection, an 23 

employer may claim a tax credit in an amount equal to 5% of the costs incurred by the 24 
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employer during the taxable year to provide long–term care insurance as part of an 1 

employee benefit package. 2 

 

  (2) The credit allowed under this section may not exceed the lesser of: 3 

 

   (i) [$5,000] $15,000; or 4 

 

   (ii) [$100] $300 for each employee in the State covered by  5 

long–term care insurance provided under the employee benefit package. 6 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 7 

July 1, 2012, and shall be applicable to all taxable years beginning after December 31, 8
